we wished neither to become burthen- 
some to them, or detrimental to the claims 
of foreign traders, whom they owed ; and 
as several gentlemen stood ready to lend 
a friendly hand, in the erection of build- | 
ings for the promotion of our object ;—we 
desirea to give all the opportunity to af- 
ford whatever assistance their kindness 
should dictate, and ther ability allow. 
The governpr again said, No. He chose 
to build the houses himself, according to 
the orders from the king. Capt. Pigot 
then inquired, whether the governor in- 
tended svon to butld comfortable houses 
for the mission entirely free of our ex- 
pence; acthbe answered plainly that he 
dif. Thusfar the boemess was settled. 

A committee was then appointed to 
consult with Boka, respecting the place, | 
the form, and the manner of building. 
He said that the ground which we had 
chosen, could not be granted us, because 
it belonged to the farmers; but named a 
particular part of the plain, where he 
thought it would be best jor us to have 
our houses. 

Proposal for a School Fund. 

A question was then laid before the 
meeting, whether it were expedient to 
take any measures to raise a school fund 
for orphan children. This was new to 
many but; anobjectionable. Decided in 
the aflirmative ; and a committee was ap- 
pointed to reco:nmend a plan for that pur- 
pose. ddjourned. : 

This was doubtless the first meeting of 
the kind, that has ever keen held in these 
islands. Whatever might be the feelings 
of some of the number, it was truly ani- 
mating to see the chiefs of the islands, the 
principal foreigners who are settled here, 
with a number of intelligent gentlemen of 


cert, in aid of the missionary Cause, plans 
of usefulness, the happy influence of 
which will doubtless be as lasting as time, 
and the fruits of which can be fully known 


Agitation of Hanaroorah. 

11. To-day the village of Hanaroorah 
has been in an uproar ; but we have been 
unmolested. There has been considera- 
ble commotion in the streets ; but our aa- 
bitations have enjoyed peace: We are 
happy in the assurance that neither we, 
nor the efforts which were made yester- 
day to promote our benevolent objects, 
were the cause of this commotion; tho’ 
the hon might take occasion to roar, at 
this time, to prevent the good intended. 
‘The prevalence of multiphed jealousies 
gives curreney to invidious declarations 
and reports; and the collision of opposite 
interests is often followed by agitation and 
violence. 

Cerrenpondence with the South Sea Missions. 

12. Sent letters, books, and clothes 
washed here, to our friends at Owhyhee, 
by capt. Gyzelaar, of the American brig 
Clarion, This gentlerian has often called 
on us, and treated us politely. He offers 
to carry letters, books, or baggage, gra- 
tis, for missionaries, wherever they may 
wish to send by him. He will probably 
soon go to Otaheite and return. By him 
we also wrote to our missionary brethren 
at the Society Islands, and sent them co- 
pies of our * Instructions,’ of Reports, 
Misionary Sermons, &e. [The journal 
here enumerates inany pamphlets.] Thus 
we have the opportunity and the happi- 
ness early to make them acquainted with 
the Christian operations in our own coun- 
try; our arrival and prospects; and the 
late interesting events in these islands. 
We gladly avail ourselves of the privilege 
of requesting them to correspond, to favor 
us with copies of their important papers 
and pamphlets, elementary ooks, and 
their transactions, together with such in- 
formation and friendly counsel, as we 
need, and hope to receive from their su- 
perior wisdom and experience. With 
fond anticipation we cherish the desire, 
that this may be the commencement of a 
song and bappy correspondence between 
the two establishments. f

This evening, as we were at tea, 
a petty chief, whe was sitting in the house, 
stole and carried offa few plates; but 
they were soon recovered by a trusty na- 
tive, {o whom Boka had committed the 
care of our yard. ‘This is the second in- 
stance, in which we have known articles 
to be stolen from us by the natives. There 
is as little danger from thieves here, as 
in avy large towa in Europe or America. 

15. All busy in preparing letters for 
our friends tobe forwarded by captain 
Starbuck, who designs to leave us soon. 
All in good health and spirits, joyful in the 
smiles of Providence,& grateful in the pros- 
pect of so early a communication of good

& acted accordingly. The fact, that they 
have now a law against praying people to 
death, proves the stréngth of their superti- 
tion, even after their idols are abolished.* 

21. Enjoyed preaching again, as usual 
on the Sabbath, from Acts xvi, 31. 

23. Examined that part of the plain,

With what eagerness and heartfelt jnter- 
est du we seize these communications from 
our much loved country ;fthese continued 
assurances of the kindness, prayers, and 
sympathies of our friende, whose ealuta- 
tions we hear, though we grasp not their 
hands :—whose tender thoughts we re- 
ceive and enjoy, though we see their faces 
uo more. ‘The thrill of delight is height- 
ened by the hope of making their hearts 
glad by reciprocating good news frem a 
lar country. 

24. Much gratified to day by receiving 
fromthe Pedlar some papers, containing 
much interesting intelligence, caleviated 
te comfort our hearts and strengthen our 
hands. How much good our friends, the 
superintendents of religious publications, 
might do by sending to this and other mis- 
sionary stations files of their works. We 
should have rejoiced to receive the Me- 
moirs of Mills, and other new publica- 
tions.t This evening enjoyed the compa- 
uy of capt. Meek, capt. Pigot, and some 
other friends at tea. 

25. Prepared letters, and articles of

sire to notice them in a suitable manner, |

donors. Put with pleasure and gratit’ Te 
we record the presents received to day ; 
viz. from Mr. Allen, two bottles of Milk for 
tea and coffee; from Mr. Holmes, a mess 
of fish and a bundle of taro; from Mr. 
Jackson a quarter of fresh pork, a pump- 
kin, and a rich watermelon; from Mr. 
Scovill and the governor, four sticks of 
sandal wood to aid us ia furnishing eur- 
selves with chairs. 

June 1. Received to day from capt. 
Jack, a native chief, eommander of the 
Neo, a shoulder of tresh pork, and from 
capt. Meek an American ham, which was 
very acceptable. Thus are we daily sup- 
plied with fresh provisions, with a variety 
of the finest vegetables and fruits of the 
island. ‘Thus are we enabled to rejoice ip 
the falfilment ef the gracious promise of 
an omoipoteat, faithful God : “Trust in the 
Lord and do good ; so shalt thou dwell in 
the land, and verily thou shalt be fed.” 

Sabbath 4. The Master is come and call- 
eth for thee, was the theme of the public 
discourse to-day, to which numbers listen- 
ed, who, we fear, have never complied 
with the gracious invitations of the Gos- 
pel. Gave public notice of the monthly 
concert, and explained its design. 

5. Observed the concert of prayer, 
which was well attended. Some extracts 
from our public instructions were read ; 
and remarks were made on the union of 
prayer among Christians, in different parts 
of the world. Found it to be a pleasant 
and profitable season. O how would the 
hearts of God’s people in difierent parts of 
the world rejotce, and ascend in thanksgiv- 
ing this evening, could they know under 
what happy circomstances we meet, on 
this interesting eccasion, 

6. By captains Meek and Pigot, sent 
letters to our brethren at Owhbyhee, to- 
gether with an applicationte the govern- 
ment for the use of oxen and herses. To- 
day our triend capt. Starbuck left us again, 
having anchored in the bay to obtain addi- 
ional spars, after a successful cruise about 
the islands of 19 days, io which he had 
taken sperm oil estimated to be worth more 
than $11,000 in Lendon. We are happy 
to say to him, ** He that hath pity on the 
poor lendeth to the Lord, and that which 
the hath given will he pay him again.” 
By the Clarion, capt. Gyzelaar, sent 
letters and articles of comfort to our two 





clothing washed here for our friends at 
Owhyhee, and put them on board the brig 
Columbia, one of the king’s veszels, which 
will soon sail for Kirooah, loaded with 
provisions, Small cargoes frequently go 
thither from this island, consisting of taro, 
pce, tish, hogs, dogs, &c.

We cannot fail to gigatd the arrival and | 
influence of these gentitmen, at a time 
when their friendship wes most needed, 
as a kind interposition of Providence, the 
grateful remembrance d which will long 
be cherished with a va sense of abliga- 
tion to our Great Benefictor, and to the 
friends whom be raises up for us, in this 
laud of strangers and pagans. 

Heathen Supertitions. 

19. Heavy rains, sent by Him, who 
givesus a fruitful season to confound the 
false prophets. Some oj the priests pre- 
dicted, that there woull be no rain; and 
that every thing woulddry up, in conse- 
quence of breakivg tabod. But it is a fact 
worthy of notice, that there has been 
more rain than common, during the 
months which constitu the dry season. 

20. A priest and his vife were this af- 
ternoon led by our doorin irons, attended 
by an armed guard and } neisy crowd, to 
the house of the governor, to be tried on 
the charge of having prayed a woman to 
death. Mr. Bingham ao# capt. Pigot went 
down together, in order to witness the tri- 
al; but the prisoners, whom they found 
seated on the ground, at the door of the 
governor’s house, appatently cheerful and 
unconcerned, as if they had intended no 
harm, were shortly sent sway and confined. 

This singular, but long established, su- 
perstitious custom of praying to death 
malefactors, or persoes charged with 
crimes, or unknown thieves, when prop- 
erty is lost, is now contrary to law; and, 
we understand, the penalty is death. The 
belief, that the priests liad power to pray 
any person to death, has been deeply root- 
ed and universal among this people, and 
cannot be easily eradicated. But we hope 
the time is near, in which this magic 
mode of execution will be no longer dread- 
ed; nor prayer be regarded as a bloody 
engine of government, of malice, or of 
priestcraft, for the destruction of those, 
who fall under the condemnation of jus- 
tice or caprice. ‘That many have died, 
through the influence of a belief in the 
infallible efficacy of the prayers of a 
heathen priest, we cannot doobt, The

Kind attentions from Residents. 

30. Every day is marked with favors 
from our divine Benefactor. This day 
has been distinguished by the number and 
value of presents from our friends and 
neighbors, which demand our gratitude. 
We have to-day received from Mr. Allen, 
a beautiful clothes-line, made of warshmal- 
lows, which grows here in abundance ; 
two bottles of goat’s milk, our daily sup- 
ply from him; five large squ@sbes from 
vines nearly two years old; four sticks of 
timber for a chair, (a convenience which 
we can yet hardly boast,) and seven goat 
skins for chair bottoms :—From captains 
Meek and Pigot a barrel of flour; from 
capt. Pigot a jar of peach preserves, pre- 
pared by Mrs. P. in America; from Mr. 
Green a bunch or cluster, of bananas, con- 
taining from 50 to 60, two bundles of 
sweet potatoes, 10 cabbages; trom capt. 
Rabcock five fowls; from Mr. Buckley five 
nutmegs; from Mr. Hunnewell a stick of 
chair timber, difficult to be procured here. 
This evening capt. Pigot, capt. Meek, and 
Mr.Bingham took tea etMr.Chamberlain’s. 

31, We do not intend to make a public

* Phis terrible superstition formerly prevailed 
in the Society Islands. Speaking of the improv- 
ed condition of the people in these islands, the 
last Report of the LondonMissionarySociety says: 

“The second instance relates to the pretend- 
ed sorceres practised by Pomare and others. 
These incantations were a source of perpetual 
and dreadful misery to the people ; who imagin- 
ed that, by these meana, diseases and death 
could at any time be inflicted by the sorcerer. 
The borrid apprehensions, which were hereby 
excitedsin the minds of the natives, and the many 
ubjust exactions, which were thus euforced con- 
trary to their will, it is impossible to describe or 
evumerate. But these evils also have now ut- 
terly ceased.” ;

8. Thursday. Opened a singing school 
this evening to be continued weekly for 
the improvement of ourselves and others 
in sacred music. Several of the white 
residents are desirous to learn; and we 
think that some of the natives may short- 
ly be insfructed in this delightful art. It 
will be pleasant toil to teach these late wor- 
shippers of idols te sing the songs of Zion. 
Sabbath, 11. ‘To-day the attention of the 
assembly has been directed te the charac- 
ter of that young ruler, who, with respect- 
ful deportment, said to the Searcher of 
hearts, ** What must idoto inherit eter- 
nal life?” The affectionate and faithful, 
but heart-rending declaration, * One thing 
thou lackest,” might be applied with 
truth to some young men, and others, who 
were present, and who, we would ardent- 
ly desire may be not only almost, bat alto- 
gether, Christians and heirs of eterval life. 
_ 16. Ina yard of very fine cattle belong- 
ing to Mr. Marin, to Mr. Homes, and to 
some of the chiefs, Mr. Chamberlain suc- 
ceeded in tying and milking for the first 
time a large cow, though almost wild. 
Neither the oxen nor cows have yes 
been made profitable to the people, These 
herds feed on a extensive plain by day, 
& are inclosed in a mud wall yard by night. 
But they can and will be made useful. 
Letters from Kirooah. 
17 To-day captains Pigot and Meek re- 
turned from Owhyhee, with letters from 
our bretbren there. Brother T. writes a 
brief sketch of their mingled mercies. 
“The Lord has hitherto prospered our 
way far beyond our expectations, and we 
have every day reason to call upon our 
souls and all that is within us, to bless and 
praise his holy name. But we have need of 
much patience. Let patience have her per- 
fect work. We must expect to meet diffi- 
culties and trials in the progressfof our em- 
ployment. Hitherto these have been ofa 
peculiar kind, and from sources little ex- 


pected, when we left America ” 


The ship Levant, which sailed from 
Boston shortly after our embarkation, has 
arrived and anchored in the bay. 

18. Numbers attended divine service 
to-day. _ Capt. Cary, of the Levant, from 
Boston, via Columbia River, after service 
was introduced to the family. He con- 
gratulated us on our safe arrival, and prof- 
fered his friendship and aid. He passed 
the straits of Le Muire about a week ear- 
lier than the Thaddeus ; but was detained 
off Cape Horw considerably later than we, 
by the prevalence of adverse: winds. _ 
Had the frame of the house, whi 
we left at Boston, been put on boa’ 
the Levant, capt. C. says he might 
huve brought it with little inconve- — 
nience: We hope to seeit arrive as soon 





as our heavenly Father shall appoi 
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Till thea, he will provide us a lodging.* 

19. To-day we fix on a spot for the erec- 
tion of our buildings. It is a pleasant situ- 
ation, on the road, which leads eastward 
to Witeete, about half a mile from this 
village, in the midst of an extensive plain, 
having the open sea in front, and the ris- 
ing mountains in the rear. One of the 
three houses, which Boke bas engaged to 
build for our accommodation, has been 
nearly raised since niorning. ‘The timber 
“small, but durable, has beea breught from 
15 to 20 miles on the shoulders of the na- 
lives, while the horses and oxen look on 
at theirease. ce our arrival, we have 
seen two or three hundred natives em- 
ployed to drag one of their guns, an eigh- 
teen pounder, laid into an old canoe, to 
tlre top of the hill back of the village, 
‘vhere they have planted two or three 
euns, directly uuder cover of which our 
houses will stand, 

By the Pedlar, capt. Meek, we sent let-

2|. We find the need of female help in 
the family, which is not easy to be obtain- 
ed. ‘Took into the family to day an untu- 
tored native female, to assist in the domes- 
tic concerns, and to be instracted in the 
best things. Some of the native women 
come every week, to be instructed and as- 
sisted in making garments for themselves, 
in the European fashion. The female chil- 
dren in the school are taught the use of the 
needle, and the rudiments of the English 
language. We hope that ere long some will 
he so trained, ag to be fot only valuable 
help, but pleasant society, and ornaments 
of the cause, in which we are engaged. 

Excursion to Witeete. 

23. In compliance with an invitation 
from Mr. Allen of Witeete, all our family 
in this place visited his establishment and 
dined and supped at his table. He ts an 
American black, formerly from Schencta- 
dy. N. Y.; has resided a considerable 
time in these islands; and lives in good 
style, for this country. He has a native 
female for a wife, whom the female 
members of our mission have made some 
efforts to teach and clothe,—and two in- 
teresting children, whom he desired to 
have baptised and instructed, 
them he is now teaching to read.

good well, which is almost the only one tn | 


the islands; agarden distinguished fora 
hill of squashes planted nearly two years 
since, and now bearing the fifth crop, 
which will itself probably make a good 
waggon load, the vines having spread 
over eight or ten square rods of the rich- 
est ground, taking root continually as they 
advance. and growing with such exube- 
rance, that it is difficult to pase through 
them. He has a valuable fish-pone,which 
afiords him frequent supplies; and a yard 
containing a Kamschatka cow, several 
sheep, and about 300 goats, from which 
we are constantly supplied with milk. 
His eating house is large and commodious, 
where he sets an American table for seve- 
ral boarders, and where our dinner was 
served up in the besterder. His sleeping 
house, where we were accommodated 
with comfortable seats, and where, to- 
wards evening, we had our coffee served 
round, is a pattern of neatness. He is ve- 
ry friendly to us, and to the objects of our 
mission ; bestows on us many little favors ; 
subscribed 15 dollars to the orphan school 
fund; and offers to builda school house 
at his own expense, if we will have a 
school near his residence, which is about 
two miles from this place. He is much 
respected, and generally visited by gen- 
tlemen, who call at this island. We can- 
not but consider ourselves happy in find- 
ing such aneighbor. Under a serene sky, 
and a fair moon, pleased with our excur- 
sion, we returned in safety to eur habita- 
tiows, “ because the Lord sustained us.” 
24. To day Me. Anderson, one of our 
neighbors, called with a desire te be bled, 
and his wishes were gratified. We have 
repeated applications for medical aid; and 
we experience the need of another phy- 
sician. But the Lord will provide. ‘The 
health of our family has been wonderfal- 
ly preserved, through the changes of cli- 
mate and country, and tbrough the hard- 
ships of the voyage and our new situation. 
The pestilence that walketh in darkness, 
and the destraction that wasteth at noon 


day, have not yet been commissioned to | 


smite us. ( To be continued.) 

* The reason why no application was made to 
the owners of the Levant. to take out the re- 
mainder of the frame and its covering, was, that 
this ship was bound on a circuitous voyage, and 
was to touch at the mouth of Columbia river, if 
pot at another place before visiting the islands. 
When the house was prepared, it was intended 
to be sent by the Thaddeus, and was actually 
put on board. But there was not room enough 
in the vessel, beside what was occupied by the 
cargo, for articles indispeusably necessary, un- 
less the frame was unladen ; which was accord- 
ingly done, with the exception of small pieces, 
such as window frames, doors, &c. 

In the course of last summer, however, all 
that had been thus detained, with many addi- 
tional articles, were sent in a ship belonging to 
Messr® Bryant and Sturgis, who generously de- 
clined receiving any freight. They also took, 
avithout charge, in other vessels, various articles 
designed for the comfort of the missionaries. | 

Some persons, who had been much at.the isl- 
ands, were of opinion that such a house would 
not be needed ; but we have no doubt it will be 
found, should it have arrived safely, a very ma- 
terial accommodation to the missionaries.

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Extracts from the Report of the New Iamp- 
shire Missionary Society.—Sept. 1820. 
An interesting question may now arise. 

What availeth all this missionary service ? 

Has our charity been the means of doing 

any good ?—Let the journals of your mis- 

sionaries answer the question. 

Mr. Jewett, speaking of Lyndon, says— 
“| trust mv labors have been, in some de- 
gree, useful. Certainly the cause of Christ 
is steadily, though not rapidly, advancing 
in thatplace. The church has lately re- 
ceived five additional members, and there 
is reason to expect, that the time is not 
far distant, when they will be able, and 
disposed, to defray the whole expeuse of 
constant preaching.” 

Of Barnet, Mr. Jewett mentions this 
pleasing fact, that “a few, say from five to 
eight, have lately become hopeful sab- 
jects of renewing grace,” by the instru- 
mentality of a pious school-master. As 
the fruits of this little awakening, six 
have since united with the church. 

Rev. Mr. Goddard, doring bis short mis- 
sion, admitted sixteen to church member- 
ship, and baptized four adults, and thir- 
teen children. 

It was Mr. Bradford's lot, on his mission 
of sixteen weeks, upon the Monadnock 
station, to labor ina moral wilderness, pe- 
culiarly dark and dreary. He travelled 
about six hundred miles, laboured in four- 
teen different towns, or settlements, found 
little, feeble, disheartened churches—en- 
deavored to strengthen the things that 
remained and were ready to die—preach- 
ed in settiements, where some had lived 
for ten years, without seeing a missionary, 
and some people actually destitute of the 
sacred Scriptures. 

Mr. Bradford’s mission at Effingham 
was appointed, in consequence of a very 
respectful application from the Congrega- 
tional society in that place. This society, 
according to Mr. Bradford's jonrnal, has 
recently doubled its numbers—Sabbath 
schools flourish—an Academy is just open- 
ed, and the preceptor engaged to supply 
the pulpit about three fourths of the year 
to come. Rev. Mr. Sewall was received 
with kindness and heard with attention. 

Mr. Jameson’s short mission vt Conway, 
seems to have been very acceptable and 
useful. The public worship of God is 
maintained on the Sabbath, even when 
they have no preaching; the Monthly 
Concert of Prayer is observed, and a stat- 
ed prayer meeting on Sabbath evening. 
Sabbath schools are also esteblished in va- 
rious parts of the town. ‘The congrega- 
tion greatly increased, your missionary 
thinks, under his labors; three or four 
hopefully passed from death unto life, and 
2 or 3 more were anxiously inquiring. 

Whitefield is growing in numbers and in 
wealth, and the vir Map gat ye appear 
much gratified in the aid you have sent 
them. In Bethlehem, the people appear 
attentive andsolemn. ‘The Congregation- 
alists have formed themselves into a socie- 
ty, with a view to contribute What they 
can towards the support of the gospel a- 
mong them, and they have begun to erect 
a house for the public worship of Jehoveh. 
Rev. Mr. Rolfe’s mission seems to have 
been very useful. In Canaan, there isa 
Congregational church of about 20 mem- 
bers, most cordially united, and contend- 
ing earnestly for the faith which was

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tle band your missionary administered the 
Lord’s Supper, which was rendered ani- 
mating and joyful by the addition of a pro- 
mising young man, who, after telling the 
charch what God had done for his soul, 
and giving them satisfaction ®s te his Giris- 
tian experience, received the sacrament 
of baptism, was added to the communion, 
and united in the celebration of the Re- 
deemer’s sufferings and love. 

Here are also about forty heads of fami- 
lies, incorporated for the purpose of rais- 
ing money to pay for preaching. ‘They 
raises, the year past, sixty doilars, **In- 
deed,” says your missionary, “ continued 
and faithful preaching was never more 
needed, and never more likely to be stc- 
cessful in this field, than now. The Sab- 
bath school, just commenced, would re- 
ceive encouragement thereby; also the 
‘Tract Society, and the Female Associa- 
tion, lately formed in Canaan, to aid the 
Indian Mission at Elliot. Some things 
strongly indicate that God may sooa pour 
out his Spirit here. 

Rev. Mr. Hovey gives a pleasing ac- 
count of his mission in Bradford and Wind- 
sor. He hopes his visits were profitable 
to the people, though no special displays 
of divine grace were manifested. 

Rev. Mr. Holt’s miwion of 28 weeks, in 
Goshen, Wendell, and Springfield, although 


the destitute churches in those places. 

Rev. Mc. Rich appears to have labored, 
throughout the extensive field assigned 
him, with fidelity and zeal. He has set 
an example in our view, werthy to be 
imitated by all the missionaries of the 
cross, in his attention to the rising gene- 
ration. In looking over his journal, we of- 
ten find him,& are happy often to find him, 
among children & youth,establishing & vis- 
iting Sabbath schools.and giving them lec- 
tures, organizing Juvenile Focieties, for 
intellectual and mora! improvement, fur- 
nishing them with libraries, which he had 
obtained for them, from the band of Chris- 
tian charity,and meeting with these young 
Societies, to insiruct and animate them, in 
the improvement of their privileges. 

By the agency of Mr. Rich, the Menth- 
ly Concert of Prayer was commenced in 
these places; the practice ef giving in 
charity at each Concert, established ; in 
one place, one Female Association for 
prayer, and three for charitable purposes 
formed,and two religious societies organiz- 
ed, for the purpose of raising money to- 
wards the support of the gospel. 

These labors have not been in vain. At 
Langdon, a church was organized, of 
eighteen members, nine by letters, and 
nine by profession of faith in Christ. 

Rev. Mr. Jones, while ona short mis- 
sion at Pittsfield, Inst autumn,visited Som- 
ersworth—found that the little flock of 
God there, had not celebrated the Sa- 
viour’s death for more than a year—pass-

dence. The Treasurer’s Report for the past year, 
was then read by W.W. Woolsey, Esq. Treasu- 
rer, by which it appeared thatthe receipts of the 
year ending the Ist of May, 1821, were $49,578, 34. 
and the expenditures were $47,759, 60.—The 
Aunual Report of the Board of Managers was 
then read by the Rev. Selah Strong Woodhall, 
by whom we understand it was prepared. It is 
an able and interesting document, aud reflects 
great credit on the talents of that very active of- 
ficer of the Society. In addition to the general 
and important collection of inte'ligence concern- 
ing the operations of the Society, and other kin- 
dred Institutions in other parts of the world, the 
following facts are stated in it.—The Society 
have issued during the past year 29,000 Bibles, 
and 30,000 New Testaments—and they have 
received fromthe British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, for distribation in Louisiana, 800 French 
Testaments, making in the whole 59.800, which 
added to the number mentioned in the last Re- 
port, make a total of 231,552 Bibles and Testa- 
ments, er parts of the latter, printed from the 


stereotype plates ofthe Society in New-York, & 


at Lexington, Kentucky, or otherwise obtained 
for circulation, since the commencement of its o- 
perations. 

From ihe 30th of April to the Ist ef May ofthe 
past year, there have been issued from ‘he De- 
positary 26,772 Bibles, 16,424 New Testaments, 
Indian Epistles and Gospels 50,—makimg in the 
whole, 43,246.—In the four prece ing years, 
there weie issued 96,314 Bibles aud Testaments, 
and Indian Gospels and Episties 788—making 
a total of 140,348 Bibles and Testaments, and 
parts of the latter, issued by the American Bible 
Society since its organization. 

Among the Bibles issued during the past year, 
there were 156 German, 22 Dutch, 582 French, 
10 Gaelic, and 1 Welch ; and among the Testa- 
ments before mentioned, there were 1308 in the 
Spanish language. 

During the 5th year of the Society, there have 
been issued gratuitously, 15,242 Bibles and Tes- 
taments, and parts of the latter, valued at 
$9,447, 84. In the course of the year, there 
have been added 32 new Auxiliary Societies, 
making in the whole 258, 

After the reading of the Report was finish- 
ed, the following resolutions were wnanimously 
passed viz.

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
Unton Mission. 

In the following letter, Col. M’Kenny, Supe- 
rintendant of Indian Trade, has obligingly far- 
nished us with an extract of a commanication, 
lately made by the Assistant of the Union Mis 
sion, to the Secretaty of War.—.4m. Miss. Reg. 

Office of Indian Trade, March 22, 1821. 

Dear Sir.—Thinking it would be gratifying to 
the friends of the Arkansas Mission, | annex an 
extract of a letter received a few days ago, by 
the Honorable the Secretary of War, from Mr. 
Chapman, of the Union Mission. After announc- 
ing the arrival of the pioneers of the Family 
at the place for the Mission, he proceeds-~ 

** We immediately commenced the erection of 
cabins for the accommodation ofthe family on 
their arrival. ‘These cabins are five in number, 
united in one building, 80 feet in length, and 18 
in width. Preparations are alyo making for en- 
closing 100 acres of land, or more, for tillage in 
the ensuing season. We have purchased five 
horses, and have in possession thirty three head 
of cattle, and between 70 and 100 swine, al} at 
the station. Our schoo) will he opened this sea- 
son for the education of Indian children, anless 
prevented by war. In case of war, we shall pro- 
bably do little more than provide for ourselves, 
and make preparations for opening a school ona 
larger scale, when war shall have ceased.” 

Mr. Chapman closes by referriag to the mea- 
eures, which the goverament has so wisely con- 
certed for the government of the Indians ; and, 
as war might prove fatal to the attempt to bene- 
fit them, expresses the hope that means may be 
adopted to stay ils ravages, and reinstate the 
parties in peace ; and explaining the causes 
why @ more formal report has not been made. 

From Mr. Chapman’s letter, the friends of the 
Mission may draw the evidence of the state of 
security in which the family feel themselves. 
Mr. Chapman seems te dread nothing, except a 
suspension of the operations of the Mission, 
which, however, will give time to make ar- 
rangements for more extensive usefulness, an- 
leas the war shall terminate in the destruction 
of the Indians.

The Bible Society of Maine held their annual 
meeting at Portland, the 3d inst. Its receipts 
were smallerthe last year than at any other pe- 
riod since its formation. The amount was $246 
75. Other Societies have been formed in the 
State however, within the year, for the same ob- 
ject, and probably there has been as much con- 
tributed, on the whole, for the distribution of the 
Bible, as in any former year. 279 Bibles have 
been distributed during the year, by the Maine 
Bible Society, and 4840 since the society was es- 
tablisbed, in 1809. 

The Second Mission Family sent to the Osages 
by the ** United Foreign Missionary Society” of 
New York, left that city the 7th of March. Rev. 
Mr. Dodge, is Superintendant ; Rev. Mr. Pixley, 
Assistant ; Rev. Mr. Montgomery, Teacher and 
Minister; W. N. Belcher, Physician and Sur 
geon. Beside these, there are 21 Farmers, Me- 
chanics, Teachers, &c. ahd several children. 

At Philadelphia (and indeed in all the towns 
through which they passed on their way there) 
they were received with more than cordiality— 
with great joy—and loaded with benedictions 
and kindvesses.—On the 15th of March they 
left Philadelaphia and proceeded on their way to 
Lancaster, Harrisburg, Carlisle, &c. every where 
meeting the favor, that surely none but a heart 
of stone could refuse to such as had forsaken fa- 
ther and mother, brother and sister, houses and 


| lands—yea all things, for the sake of Christ and 


the heathen. On the 29th of March they reach- 
ed Pittsburg in comfortable health; and imme- 
diately prepared for descending the Ohio, On 
the 10th of April, (hey commenced their voyage, 
and on the 14th were at Marietta, Ohio. Thus 
far the smiles of heaven had attended them. No 
less than $1800 were collected for the purpeses | 
of their Mission during the four or five days they 
remained at Philadelphia, and similar liberality 
was displayed ia other places or their route. It 
is calealated that they will reach the mouth of 
the Missouri about the 10th of May, and their 
destined station abvat the middle of June.

debts due befere their pensions were granted; & 
that it has been decided that they cannot take 
the poor man’s oath while 17 dollars remains 
due en their pension; that in this way their 
pension operates as a punishmeut rather than a 
bounty—praying for relief.—

Mission at Palamcotta. 
Extract of a letter from Rev. James Hough, 
Chaplain at Palamcotta. 

The Mission has received an important 

accession, since the last Report, in anoth- 
er Native Priest, named Viservarsemar- 
den. He seems to be a man of respectable 
abilities and genuine piety; and the Dis- 
course, which | heard him preach to his 
own Congregation, would have done ered- 
it to a Minister possessed of the advantage 
of a superior education to that which he 
has received. He isstationed at a village 
called, by the Christians, Nazareth, about 
twenty miles to the south of this: aud 
Abraham, the other Country Priest, is at 
Mothelloor, a few miles further. 
If | may judge from appearances, dur- 
ing my short stay among the People of 
these two villages, they are much attach- 
ed to their Priests, as are the Christians of 
the surrounding country; and, 1 am _ per- 
suaded, they only require to be well sup- 
ported and evcouraged, to prove of the 
most essential service to the Congrega- 
tions entrusted to their care. 

Even from my hasty visit, the joy dif- 
fused through all classes was indescribable; 
and the people flocked m from the neigh- 
bouring villages, in every direction. On 
Catechizing such as were introduced to me 
as the principal! people, | found them much 
better taught in thejr religien than I had 
anticipated; and, considering the space of 
time that they have been without a Mis- 
sionary, it was highly gratifymg and en- 
couraging to find the benign and peacea- 
ble Genius of Christianity etill keeping 
them at unity among themselves. 

The two villages named abeve consist 
entirely of Protestants, nor is there an Idol 
or HeathenTemple any where to be seen : 
while the stillness that prevailed, coutrast- 
ed with the tumult of Heathen Abodes, 
seemed to invest these favoured spots with 


for the moment, that they were in the 
midst of a Pagan Land. * 

After Service, a great part of the Con- 
gregation shewed no disposition to dis- 
perse; and, seating themselves around the 
door, sung their. Hymns to a late hour. 
There were two old men among the 
groupe, who were converted tothe Chris- 
tian Faith by your Missionary Jenicke, a- 
bout twenty years ago, and they sung to 
me several hymns which he had taught 
them: what they sung or said was not so 
intelligible, indeed, as the language of 
younger men; but you will readily imagine 
them to have been among the most inte- 
resting of the company. 

Present State of India. 
The number of converts, it cannot be 
denied, is small; although perhaps not dis- 
proportionate to the amount of exertion 
which has been made: but astrong feeling 
of deubt aud uncertainty has taken posses- 
sion of a large body of the Natives, reepect- 
ing their own opinions and practice. Many 
have come to the conclusion, that their 
own system is vain and futile, although 
they have not the courage to renounce it: 
others, with the adoption of a violent anti- 
pathy against Christianity, seem to have 
grown in their attachment to Idolatry: a 
third elass halt between two opinions, and 
know not whether to turn to the right 
hand or to the ijeft: and all seem to be 
aware that an important crisis is approach- 
ing. Such circumstances we cannot but 
consider as peculiarly inviting to the em- 
ployment of that mode of disseminating 
Divine Truth, which is adopted by Tract 
Societies. — Report of London Tract Society. 
Demand for Tracts at Bellary.

Panis, Feb. 1.—The following details show 
how far the liberty ofthe press is enjoyed in China. 

There has appeared for some years iu this em- 
pire an official Gazette, which is regarded as the 
organ of the government, in every thing that re- 
lates to the laws,religion, manners & habits of the 
country. Every article is submitted to the cen- 
sorship of the Emperor before it is put to the press, 
and after his majesty has given his sanction, not 
asyliable of it may be changed; the least in- 
fraction of this rule, would be punished with 
death. In 1818, an individual invested with an 
employment in one of the courts of justice, and 
also concerned in the management of the post 
offices, was condemned to a capital punishment 
for having inserted false intelligence in the Gaz- 
ette.

Each of these institutions has its pecu- 
liar excellence, but they are all limited in their 
object and in their effort. No one great and ex- 
teusive plan has yet been adopted, which may, 
at the same time, effectually benefit ourselves, 
our families, our country, and thé world at late. 

The aim of this paper is humbly to suggest 
such a plan, not to disparage other benevolent 
attempts, but to give life, and vigour, and ener- 
gy to them all.—The plan is this: To UNITE ALL 
SINCERE CHRISTIANS IN EARNEST PRAYER FOR 
THE GENERAL OCT-POURING @F THE HOLY SPi- 
nit. ‘Vhis will meet the full extent both of our 
wants and ef our desires. 

The limits of this paper require brevity; but 
if the Scriptures are examined, the following 
truths will be clearly seen; viz. That no hu- 
man effort is of itself sufficient to change the 
heart of man, or to build the spiritual temple of 
the Lord. God employs men as instruments, 
buat He is himself the great agent. Paul may 
plant and Apollos water, but God only giveth 
the increase. Not by might, nor by power, but 
by my Spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts. 

That the Holy Spirit, as the Spirit Jehovah, 
the third Person of the ever blessed ‘Trinity, is 
infinite m power; that with him nothing is im- 
possible; all hearts are open to Him, and all 
creatures subject to His will. That, exclusive- 
ly of His almighty power as God, in the econo- 
my ofour salvation, he has undertakea offices 
which are fully sufficient to secure the mest ex- 
tensive blessings. He convinces the world of 
sin, of righteousness, and of judgment—He 


of flesh.—He assists in prayer, and acts as a 
teacher and remembrancer.—He guides into all 
truth.—He glorifies the Lord Jesus, and sheds 
abroad the love of God inthe heart.—He also 
has a boundless treasury of every requisite to ac- 
complish his purposes: for he receives of the 
things that are Christ’s, and shows them to bis 
people; and in the Lord Jesus we know are hid- 
den all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge. 
‘In him dwelleth all the fullness of the God- 
head bodily.” The Holy Spirit, therefore, has 
only to exercise his office, to pour out gifts and 
gracee from the inexhaustable fulness of Christ, 
and what men by all his efforts can never attain, 
the Eternal Spirit can immediately accomplish. 
The same power which, on the day of Pente- 
cost, effected the conversion of three thousand 
unbelieving Jews under one discourse, can con- 
vince the most prejudiced,and change the 
hearts of the most obdurate of the present day. 
When he makes bare his arm, the mountains 
will flow down at his presence, nations will be 
born at once, and the kingdoms of this world be- 
come the kingdoms of God and of his Christ. 
Whilst the sacred Scriptures thus acquaint us 
with the power of the Holy Spirit to effect these 
great objects, they afford us every reason to ex- 
pect this aid whenever general prayer is made 
for its exercise.—The prophecies elearly show 
that days of great blessedness are before us, and 
that these days will be preceded or accompani- 
ed by a very large effusion of the Holy Spirit. 
The Prophets Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Joel, plain- 
ly predict this effusion, whilst Ezekiel confirms 
these predictions by the most striking emblems. 
Who can read the Semarkable vision of the val- 
ley full of dry bones, & the interpretation given of 
that vision, without being convinced that the 
Holy Spirit will yet exercise his office in a very 
remarkable manner? So powerfully, that those 
who are now as a multitade of dry bones, shall 
stand up as a great army of true believers. ‘The 
divine oracles at the same time assure us that it 
is in answer to prayer that this blessing will be 
bestowed. It was not till the Propbet had said, 
**Come from the four winds, O breath, aud 
breathe upon these slain that they may live,” 
that the life-giving Spirit came. Im another 
prophecy, aleo, after promises of great mercies, 
it is added, **1 will yet for this be inquired of 
by the house of Israel] to do it for them.” Such 
is the connexion between the gift and prayer 
for its bestowment.—So much is this the erder in 
which the Lord grantshis mercies, that he has 
promised not only to pour out a spirit of prayer 
and supplication upon his people, but to lead 
them to excite one another to this exercise ; for 
thur it is written, ** The inbabitants of one city 
shall go to another, saying, Let us go speedily 
to pray before the Lord, and to seek the Lord of 
Hosts; | will go also.” And when prayer is of- 


| fered, God declares, ‘Before they call [ will ans- 


wer, & whilst they are yet speaking | will hear.” 

Without, therefore, entering into the question 
as to the exact period of these glorious times,we 
have every reason to believe,that whenever prayer 


Spirit, this unspeakable blessing will be afforded. 

Could we find any instance in which the Lord 
has refused to heer the prayers of his: people, 
even when praying solely for their own deliver- 
ance, we might be discouraged; bat when He® 
has from the beginning heard their cry and sav- 
ed them, vre may rest assured he will answer our 
petitions. That which is now desired is for His 
own glory, for the attainment of that object for 
which the Lord Jesus shed his precious blood! 
For, at what time will He see the travail his of 
souland be satisfied? Is it not when the Holy Spi- 
rit, taking his great power and exercising his 
mighty energy shall so bless the earth, that mul- 
titudes of every nation, tribe, and tongue, shall 
bow to the name of Jesus, and confess that he 
is Lord to the glory of God the Father? 

The earnest supplications, therefore, of every 
sincere Christian for the out-pouring of the Holy 
Spirit ; and his unwearied efforts, by the Divine 
blessing, to excite a similar earnestness in others, 
are particularly desired. For the readier attain- 
ment of this ubject, the following Hints are 1e- 
spectfully offered. 

I. That all Ministers should seek a deeper and 
mote abiding conviction of their own personal 
need of the divine influences of the Holy Spirit, 
both for their own growth in grace, and for suc- 
cess in all parts of their ministerial labors; that, 
wader this conviction, they may, be led to more.

ness. We can record no splendid achievement, 
to please and eaptivate a worldly miud, no new 
and pleasing discoveries, to awaken enterprise, 
delight the imagination, or gratify curiosity. We 
cap only state, that we have been conversant 
with sober facts and realities, painful indeed, 
to be witnessed, but fraught with instruction, 
calculated to make the most salutary impressions 
upon the heart. When called upon to be eye 
witnesses of the various forms & degrees,of suffer- 
ing, whether arising from misfortune, or from vice, 
we are reminded of our obligation to him, who 
has made us to differ, and given us all the com- 
forts and hopes that we possess. 

But while we make thete reflections, for the 
purpose of awakeniug humility and gratitnde, we 
would by no means overlook the connexion, im- 
mortally established, by infinite wisdom and be- 
nevolence, between means and their appfopri- 
ate results. We make this remark, not only be- 
cause we act upon this principle, in every step 
we take torelieve the sufferings of the poor, but 
because we think a vast portion of human suffer- 
ing, as weli as of moral corruption, proceeds from 
an obvious, unquestionable, and most criminal 
neglect of the means of virtue, avd of temporal 
and spiritual enjoyments.—Whoever contem- 
plates the abundance and variety of the prodac- 
tions of the carth, must be convinced, that the 
Almighty has made ample provision for the sup- 
ply ofevery real want. Were thse faculties 
properly exerted, and the bounties of Heaven 
applied with tolerable economy, there would not 
only be @ sufficiency for every bodily want, but 
a superabundance, sufficient to provide facilities 
for the cultivation and improvement of the intel- 
lectual and moral character. But where is the 
failure? Why are so many to be found, desti- 
tute of suitable food and clothing, and of almost 
every comfort, except what is extended by the 
hand of charity >— We have no hesitation to ex- 
press our conviction, that in a great maltitude 
of cases, it is owing to the defective education 
of children. We would however comprise, in 
edocation, not merely the inattvetion which is | 
given in schools, but also habits early establish- 
ed, and watchfully maintained; such as usefal 
industry, by which the value of money may be 
learned, in earning it, and the importance of e- 
conomy duly appreciated. It will readily be 
allowed, that these things, as well as a multi- 
tade of others, are most effectually taught by 
example.—Unless the importance of these duties 
is early and practically inculcated upon the 
young, and enforced by a sense of formal and 
religious responsibility, the examples of the. vi- 
cious & idle will prove fatally efficacious, & coun- 
tervail all subsequent attempts at reformation. 

The want of an institution to give constant em- 
ployment to those children, whose parents are 
unable to do it, has been sensibly felt. Such an 
institution, we hope, the wisdom & benevolence 
ofthe community will ere long upply. We 
could also wish to see a little more attention 
paid to the subject of children’s wasting their 
time injuriously about the streets, instead of im- 
proving those privileges, which are provided for 
their instruction, and which are equally accessi- 
ble to the poor, as well as the rich. Should any 
of the facts or statements, arising from the opera- 
tious of this society, contribute to the improve- 
ment of the moral state, or accelerate a reforma-. 
tion in the habits of children, it will have pro- 
moted a charity of the noblest character.
